An Animated Debate in the Senate in".Which the 
Greatness of John A. Logan is Ruffied— 
The Question of a Full Vote in 
the States Discussed, Etc., Etc. 


WasuiNcTON, February 5.—In the senate 
Mr. Ca!! moved to take up the joint resolution 
heretofore introduced by him to make Tampa, 
Fla, a port of entry. Mr. Call explained that 
there was urgent need for its passage, in view 
of the recent establishment of manufacturing 
enterprises at the port pamed. After further 
remarks by Messrs. Edmunds, Morrill and In- 
galls, the joint resolution was taken up, and 
after the suggestion of an amendment by Mr. 
Edmunds, which proved acceptable to Mr. 
(ali. the joint resolution was amended and 
passed. Mr, Allison, however, gave notice of 
a wotion to reconsider. 

Among the petitions presented, and appro- 
priately referred, were a number by Messrs. 
lidar, Frye, Cullom, Conger, Dawes and Allis- 
on, from various assemblies of the Knights of 
Labor, praying.congress to open up the Okla- 
homa lands to settlement, and tocstablish a 
territorial government over these lands. 

MR, BUTLER ON THE FLOOR. 

On Mr. Harrison's motion, the morning bus- 
iress was laid aside, and the Dakota bill was 
taken up, on which Mr. Butler took the floor. 

Mr. Butler said that the senator from Indi- 
ana (Harrison) had either evaded or forgotten 
many of the facts bearing on the Dakoia 
question. He (Butler) charged that the oppo- 
sition to Dakota had first come, not from the 
cemocratic side of the senate, but from the 
republican side, and quoted some remarks of 
Mr. Hale, in a former congress, to sustain his 
position. 

Mr. Harrison said that his remark was per- 
siflage, but admitted that Butler’s reply was 
ecod. 

Mr. Call opposed the committee bill. The 
will of the whole people of Dakota, he said, 
bad not beenascertained on the question of 
division, or on the proposed constitution, and 
they should have an opportunity of voting on 
those questions before the action of congress 
was necessary. 

Mr. Edmunds inguired whether Call, Butler 
and their associates would vote for the bill 
if anamendment were made to it providing 
for the submission of the new constitution to 
the people for their approval before it should 
g0 into operation, or would they vote fora Dill 
which would be submitted to people of the 
whole territory, for them to say whether they 
wanted a division or not. 

Mr. McMillen believed that Mr. Hale 
then stood alone. ¢ 

Mr. Butler did not care how that was. The 
senators from Indiana and Illinois, he said. 
had referred to the vote polled in South Caro- 
lina and Other southern states, and compared 
these votes with the vote of Dakota. Mr. 
Putler had toassume that was done forthe 
purpose of giving a sectional turn to the de- 
bate, and arousing popular prejudice against 
ihe southern people. The southern states had 
heen under fire for a good many years. They 
bad survived heavier artillery than 
that® now turnéd. against them, and would 
survive this. Whatever might be said against 
Scuth Carolina, and no doubt he bad made mis- 
takes in the past and would make mistakes in 
the future, never, until the political friends of 
the senators on the other side had camped upon 
ihe tair bosom of that state, had her officials 
becn tainted with the blemish of corruption. 
lt bad never happened till then that her offi- 
cials bad been compelled to fly from her bor- 
dérs io escape the state’s prison, and while de- 
grading, disgraceful and humiliating spoliation 
had been going on, not one word of protest 
bad come from’the honorable senators on the 
cther side, who now arraigned South Carolina. 

LOGAN IN A TANGLE. 

Mr. Tegan said his attention had been directed 
io the vote of South Carolina, because the sen 
ators from South Carolina (Butler) and Mis- 
souri (Vest) had complained that Dakota, in 
1-81, had polled 55,000 votes, while on the 
adoption of the proposed constitution only 
21,060 votes had been polled. He (Logan) had 
then called attention to the vote of the sen- 
ator’s own state (South Carolina), that Dakota, 
with only a quarter ofa million of population 
had polled 51,000 votes, while South Carolina, 
with a population of a million, had only voted 
"1,000 votes, and he (Logan) had inquired 
whether, if an explanation was required for 
Dakota, if an explanation was not also reyuired 
for South Carolina? 

Mr. Butler replied that the explanation was, 
that at the last election in South Carolina, the 
political friends and allies of the senator from 
I!iinois, (Logan), were industriously neglect- 
ed. They had not been instructed or eveu 
approached by the senator. He, (Butler), b>- 
lieved that all the people of South Carolin, 
white and colored, were satisfied with their 
State government. At least, we had the right 
to so assume,

Regarding the vote of 
Illinois, quoted by Butler, Mr. Logan asked

It had been said that the electors of South 
Carolina had not been of a character to induce 
voters to come out. Sucha eulogium had been 
passed upon that state this morning that Mr. 
Logan wastemptod toask why such electors 
had been nominated. 

Mr. Butler replied that he meant the repub- 
lican electors. 

Mr. Logan—Well, the republican electors got 
very few votes. 

Mr. Butler—I know it. 

Mr. Logan—But, I say, your owa electors 
failed to get the vote that you polled four years 
before. 

“No, sir,” said Mr. Butler, “you can’t play 
that small character of date in the senate.” 

Mr. Logan said that that reference to the 
buzzing ofthe presidential bee constituted a 
very poor argument upona great constitution- 
al question. for his part, he was not govern- 
ed by the small motives that governed men 
who thought themselves great. 

Mr. Butler said he was sure Logan was quite 
worthy of the presidential candidacy. 

Alluding to Mr. Butler's reference to people 
who “flaunted their performances” in other 
people's faces, Mr. Logan inquired of Mr. But- 
ler who had done that? 

Mr. Butler—I must do the honorable 
tor the justice tosay that he has not. 

Mr. Logan—Very wel!: I am much obliged 
to the senator for that. I hope I shall never 
do that, for if there is anything I have a con- 
tempt for itis that a man should be always tell- 
ing what be himself has done. 

Mr. Logan commented on the references of 
Mr. Butler to the “lolling in their tents’ of 
cfiicers, While the “soldiers were on the 
march.” “That remark,” hesaid, “was not

DRAWING TO A CLOSE, 

In conejusion, Mr. Logan repeated that 
Whatever pretense may be made as tothe rea- 
son for excludiug Dakota—however senators 
may ‘“higele’ over words—the real reason was 
that it would have a republican majority. Men 

argue asthey please, with flimsy  pre- 
that was the real source 
the difficulty. Sut the American 
people had an abiding sense of justice; they 
knew that all the elements for statehood ex- 
isted in Dakota. It bad the necessarily popu- 
lation and area, and allthe conditions of in- 
dustry, energy and civilization. Then, why, 
he asked should not the new state be placed 
in the cluster of the American union, that it 
may add its share to the light and glory of the 
republic. 

Mr. Morgan had heard a good deal in this 
debate, but had not heard any of the advocates 
of the bill answer the facts presented against 
it. The senators, as much as said tothe op- 
ponents of admission under this bill: ‘Your 
facts are ali right, but your motives are wrong. 
You do not want to pass this measure because 
vou are a democrat, and want only democratic 
states admitted.’’ He (Morgan) could, at least 
as logically, reply that the gentleman who was 
not elected at the last election, wanted the 
new republican state admitted, or that 
he wanted it in order to retain his power in 
the senate. It would, perhaps, be unjust to 
the senator from Llinvis (Logan) to say that, 
but no more unjust than the motives ascribed 
to the opponents of this bill. Mr. Morgan con- 
ceded that all the conditions necessary for ad- 
mission eXisted in the case of Dakota, and he 
would be glad to see it admitted as one state. 
The‘senator from Illinois insisted on haying 
two states from it. ‘“‘Insatiate archer, will not 
one suftice’’ That senator had said he would 
give him (Morgan) enough before he got 
through. Well, Morgan had bad enough al- 
ready, and so had retired to the cloak room 
and gone to sleep. He had had enough of 
reproaches against his state, because of 
a ticket that did not draw a very large vote 
from Alabama last year. The voteof Alabama 
had been light, he said, because the republican 
ticket did not have any such popularity in 
that state as to make it necessary for the peo- 
ple to come out very largely in order to defeat 
it; and even the republicans themselves did 
not care about it. As long as the southern 
states had had liberty of action they always 
voted for the admission of new states when- 
ever the proper conditions existed. Objec- 
tions to the admission had come from the east. 

MR. PLUMB TALKS 

Mr. Plumb said the democratic party had 
always favored the admission of new states 
when the new states were democratic or would 
add to the power of the democratic party. 

Mr. Harrison replied to Butler. After re- 
viewing the po@nts made by that seaator this 
morning, and commenting on the warmth with 
which the senator had spoken, Mr. Harrison 
said he knew no cure for Butler except Pas- 
tcur’s new treatment. {Laughter.] 

Mr. Butler inquired whether the virus to be 
used in the process of inoculation was to come 
from- Harrison’ [lLaughter.} That senator 
bad showed much bitterness, Mr. Butler 
thought, but he (Butler) was free from bile. 

Mr. CaJl saw no necessity for such urgent 
baste. This matter had to be decided with a 
view to the future as well as the present. 

Mr. Butler--Will the senator from Vermont. 
before submitting the bill to the people, elimi- 
nate from it everything that has been done on 
the way of the election of senators, congress- 
men, etc.? 

EDMUNPS STANDS STUBBORN. 

Mr. Edmunds--I will not. After all these 
years of effort and application by these people, 
the matter should now be disposed of. Here 
was a constitution like the constitutions of 
other states in respect to the security of prop- 
erty, the administration of justice, the equal 
levying of taxes and everything that goes 
to make up the best of modern constitutions 
I would not therefore say to these people that 
they must be again put off for two or three 
years. 

Mr. Beck denied the rightofa territory to 
divide itself, that being a power vested only 
in congress. The population of the new ter-

ritory, he said, consisted, to a considerable ex- | 


tent, of foreigners and others, who were uot 
yet prepared for citizenship. : 

The debate was further continued by Messrs. 
Morgan, Pinmb, ®Harris, Call, JEdmunds 
and Beck. Mr. Butler’s substitute was then 
put to a vote and lost—yeas 22; nays 35. The 
bill reported from the committee was then 
passed—yeas 32; nays 22. The only democrat 
voting on the affirmative was Voorhees. The 
negative votes were all democratic. 

The bill divides the territery of Dakota, 
and provides for the admission of the southero 
portion as a state under the title of Dakota, 
and organization of the northern portion into 
u aoeewee territory under the name of “Lin- 
coln.

THE KILLING OF CRAWFORD. 


The Mexican Account of the Fight in the 
Mountains. 

WASHINGTON, February 5.—Senor 
Romero, the Mexican minister, at Washington, 
has received from the governor of the state of 
Chibuahua, Mexico, an official report of the 
unfortunate encounter which the Mexican 
forces bad with the United States troops, com- 
manded by Captain Crawford,-at the moun- 
tains of Bavis, Chihuahua, on the llth ulto. 
It is stated in the report, that the 
Mexican forces, commanded by Major 
Mauricie Corredore arrived on that day ata 
place called Trojar, in the sierra of Bavis, 
where they knew that the Apache Indians, 
who had revolted, under the leadership of 
(;eroneimo, were. The Mexicans fired on the 
United States troops inthe belief that they 
were hostiles, and Major Mauricie 
Corredor, Ist lieutenant, Juan de LaCruz, 
and two privates were killed, and four other 
soldiers wounded. As soon as the Mexican 
forces found out that they were firing on 
United States soldiers, they stopped firing and 
expressed to the latter their regret at the losses 
occasioned to both sides. The report gives as 
an excuse for the above mistake the difliculty 
of distinguishing the renegade 
Indians from the sconts and says that 
while the latter generally behaved themselves 
when they are in their camp and under view of 
their officers, when they got out ander the 
pretext of bunting or looking for hostile In- 
dians, or others,sometimes commit great depre- 
dations on the peaceful inbabitants of 
the frontier, and cannot readily 
he distinguished from the hostile 
ind’ans. It was reported from Mexico that the 
scouts killed ard wounded on the 1l7thof De- 
cember a considerable number of cattle and 
horses belonging to Jose Maria Torres, aad 
that on the 23d, while they were in camp at 
a place distant about a mile from Guasadas, 
Sonora. seven of the scouts entered the village 
and committed great outrages, and the 
mayor was forced to ask for armed forces to 
bring them to order, and in a fight which en- 
sued one of the scouts was wounded. The 
sume Indians killed afterwards eleven head of 
cattle and wounded others near Gramadas, and 
killed two men who were leading two mules 
loaded with goods, which were stolen by 
the scouts. It also reported 
that l’rancisco and two 
other Mexicans attacked by 
scouts on the 8th of January onthe road that 
leads from Nacosari to Campas. The Mexicans 
succeeded in escaping, but their donkeys, their 
cargo and pack saddles were captured by the 
scouts. ‘The report says further that the “‘Con- 
stitution, a journal of the state of Sonora, con- 
tains a detailed statement of all the outrages 
committed by the scouts, and the result has 
been to address a petition to the general gov- 
ernment not to allow the scouts to cross over 
into Mexican territory,”

Provision for the Organization of Territo’ 
rial Regiments. 

WASHINGTON, February 5.—The house com- 
mittee on military affairs today, by a vote of 
six to one, passed favorably upon Representa- 
tive Laird’s bill for the protection of the peo- 
ple of Arizona and New Mexico. It pro- 
vides for raising one regiment of volunteer 
cavalry in each territory for one year’s service, 
to be composed of and officered by actual resi- 
dents of the territories named. Two Mexican 
ponies are to be furnished each offi- 
eer and soldier, and whenever these 
are insufficient to make a vigorous pursuit of 
the hostile Indians, regimenta! quartermasters 
are authorized to supply the deficiency from 
any herds accessible without the delay of ad- 
vertisement or inspection, issning vouchers for 
such animalsas may be taken from private cit- 
izens. Pack animals are to be provided as 
means of transporting supplies, in addition to 
the regimental wagon trains.

The Big Pension Bill. : 

WASHINGTON, February 5.—The pension 
appropriation bill, appropriated $75,754,200, an 
increase of about $15,000,000 over last year. It 
is made up as follows: Army and navy pen- 
sions $75,000,000;fees and expenses of examin- 
ing surgeons, $500,000; for the salaries eigh- 
teen pension agents $72,000, and for miscella- 
neous including clerk hire, rents, etc., $152,200.

COVERED WITH SNOW. 


THE PRESENTZSTORM THE WORST 
OF THE SEASON. 


The Coldest Weather for Years in Virginia—Frozen 
to Death on the Plains—Cold Blasts From 
Texas—The Country Covered with Snow 
~Travel and Mails Delayed. 


DENTON, Tex., February 5.—The recent 
storm that bas prevailed through the south- 
west has, in some respects, been the most 
severe of the season. The snow fell through- 
out northwest Texas, and it is expected much 
damage will result to vegetation and stock 
from the cold wave. News from the Indian 
territory indicates that the loss of cattle in the 
nation will be very disastrous, in consequence 
of the Storm that has recently swept over that 
section. 

A special from Red Fork, twelve miles south 
of Tulsa, the present terminus of the St. Louis 
and San Francisco railway, Says that the heav- 
iest fallofsnow ever known in that country 
is DoW on the ground, at least eighteen inches 
on level. There is much suffering on the 
‘Frisco extention west af Red Fork, and the 
loss of stock on the range will be unprecedent- 
ed ifthe snow lies on the ground two days 
longer, as feed and water are unobtainable. 
In many ofthe covers inthe timber breaks, 
where stock usually resort ina storm, the 
snow drifts are from ten to thirty feet deep. 

The snow has been falling hard for the last 
twenty-four hours in Choteau, Indian territo- 
ry, with no Signs of abatement. 
it is now about two feet deep witha heavy, 
cold perth wind blowing. The snow has 
drifted in places from five to eight feet, and 
alzeady weak cattle will undoubtedly perish. 
It is the worst storm that has prevailed in the 
territory for years. 

News from the Texas Pan Handle is meagre, 
but to the effect that the snow has fallen heavy- 
ily throughout that entire region, and that 
the cold is intense, Thelostto the cattle in- 
terest in the present famished condition of 
stock, it is feared, will be unusually large. 

WASHINGTGN, Feburuary 5.—Tohis was the 
co'\dest morning of the season. The _ ther- 
mometer at seven registered two below zero. 
The minimum temperature was two and three- 
tenths below. 

ST. ALBANS, Vt., February 5—At 7 a. m., 
the mercury stood 21! beiow zero here; at St. 
Aibans bay 28 degrees below, and it was re- 
ported 40 degrees below at East Berkshire. 

STAUNTON, Va., February 5.—This is the 
coldest weather ever experienced in this lati- 
tude. At6:30 this morning the thermometer 
registered tweity-five degrees below zero. 

KICHMOND, Va., February 5.—Last night 
eud tedgy have been the coldest here since 
wide oO, Is-0. when the thermometer in 
exposed places at sunrise indicated eight de- 
gress below zero. This merning at sunrise the 
thermometer ranged from four above to cight 
low, according to locality. Reports from 
points in this state alongthe railroads show 
similiar conditions,the thermometer ranging in 
some cases at sixteen to twenty degrees below. 
Trains on al] the roads which have been inter- 
rupted and greatly delayed by Wednesday's 
snow storm, are now getting all right, and re- 
suming schedule time. 

CHARLESTON, February 5.—The cold wave 
struck Charleston about daylight this morn- 
ing. The minimum temperature was about 
thirteen degrees above zero. 

CAATTANOOGA, Tenn, February 5,—A 
gram from Sunbright, Tennessee, says that 
the temperature was twenty degrees below 
zero at that placethis morning. Irom twelve 
to twenty-four inches of snow is lying 
threughont that section. 

Norrork, Va., February 5.—Tae weather 
last night was the coldest experienced in this 
mgion since the great storia: of 1557.

A CALL ON SALISBURY, 

The marquis of Salisbury today xeceived a 
deputation of unemployed werkmen, whe 
called to urge upon him the necessity existing 
for government help. Lord Salisbury told the 
men that he considered the question they pre- 
sented more se1iousthan the Irish question. 
He, however, denounced the policy in vogue 
among foreign governments of fostering in- 
dustiies by the granting of bounties from the 
public treasury, calling it false political econ- 
omy. He expressed the hope that the clectors 
of Great Britain would give parliament power 
to intiuence foreign government to abandon 
such policies. Concerning the land question, 
Lord Salisbury said the proposition to help the 
pocr by ‘furnishing land to reclaim, was 
impracticable for the reason that nobody would 
invest capital in the work of reclaiming bad 
lands so long as the good lands of the country 
co not pay. In conclusion the ex-premier de- 
clared that statesmen and parliament must 
confront the question of how best to solve the 
problem of relieving the present general dis- 
trees. It was growing while populatian was 
increasing and caused emigration. Govern- 
mental support of private enterprises might be 
a good way to afford temporary relief, and the 
promotion of public works might be another, 
He would do his utmost to contribute to a sat- 
isfactory solution of the problem.

A VISIT TO THE FOUNTAIN HEAD 
OF MACON'S SUPPLY. 


4 Rice Out of the City—A Large Bubbling Springis 
@ Biack Bog- Nearly Balf a Million Galoas 
Daily—The Great Duplex. Paump— 

The Reservoir—Other Notes.

MACON, Ga., Febraary 5.—({Speciah}—It was 
a lovely day. The sun—nature’s sweet stimu- 
lant—shone bright]y in a vast expanse of sky 
tinted with spring’s first blush, and a hazy 
mistlay on the distant hills, and the birds 
sang some of their blibbest-motes, Everything 
seemed tinctured with the delightful anticipa- 
tien of brighter days. 

Your correspondent in company with Cap- 
tain W: A. Dayis, of the board of 
aldermen, drove out from the city. Out 
from the din and tmrmoil of busy 
men, Out beyond the limit where 
the last newsboy was crying, “Here’s yer 
CONSTITUTION !” outfrom the hard pavements 
and monotonous streets. Beyond the last tall 
chimney ofthe various manufacturing estab- 
lishments, and on beyond the old breastworks, 
relics of the war, and through the waste lands 
that know no change‘of season, except by the 
baking ofacruston the soilin summer and 
the freezing of the same crust in winter. 

It does a man good to ride out in the coun- 
try and geta little ozone occasionally, and 
you may rest assured thatour lungs and hearts 
expanded to the occasion. 

Passing down a lane we pulled up at the 
foot of a steep hill, and were greeted by J. ‘W. 
Wilcox, the efficient superintendent of the 
Macon gas and waterworks company’s water- 
works. 

Mr. Wilcox kindly took us in charge and 
showed usthe first of the upper series of 
springs, each spring encased with brick, with 
pipes for inlets and outlets. These spring are 
ranged along at the foot of a bold bluff, 
and come from a northwesterly direction. 
Each well is, of course, protected from all sur- 
face water by these solid walls, and from all 
impurities by iron caps. Thereare ten springs 
in al], and they will furnish, if demanded one 
and a half million gallons of pure water per 
day. Atpresent the requirements of the city 
demand a daily flow of 650,000 gallons, and so 
a great deal of the water is allowed to flow off 
through waste pipes laid for the purpose. 

We examined all the springs, and the pure 
water, clear as crystal, welling up from the 
white sand at the bottom of one, strongly re- 
minded meof the happy old days when I used 
to scoup it up with animpromptu dipper made 
of amagnolia leaf. A sight of that water 
would make an Atlanta prohibitionist weep 
for joy. 

But the biggest thing about the whole sys- 
tem is 

THE BIG SPING 
that burst up in the middle of as black a bog 
as one can find in Georgia. It was accidental- 
ly discovered during the late freeze by Mr. 
Wilcox. The Ralston hall fire occurred and it 
used up a million gallons. The next night 
another fire consumed about 500,000 gallons 
more, and that, together with wastage from 
bursting pipes, drained the reservoir down to 
abont four and a half feet, when the standing 
depth is eighteen feet. Mr. Wil- 
cox began to east about 
for an increased supply. and he observed that 
from the bog of briers and brambles and gum 
trees that lies just below the upper series of 
springs, there oozed a considerable stream of 
water. His first idea was to use that branch 
water in case of emergency,but while beating 
about in the bog he discovered a large spring 
that came from under a mat and tangleof gum 
roots, and he set to work to test its capacity. 
The result was that in three days 
THE CISTERN WAS REFILLED, 
and by testing the capacity of the flow, he 
found that it yielded 450,000 gallons per day 
in its clogged condition. Workmen are now 
putting in masonry to protect the spring. It 
comes from thesame direction as the other 
streams, and when properly cleaned out and 
walled up, will alone furnish enough water to 
supply the city of Macon. Its temperature is 
considerably lower than that of the other 
springs. They remain at about 40 degress the 
year around, and this new spring which mig}: 
be very properly called 
“WILCOX SPRING” 
will be much cooler, but its temperatur: can- 
not be exactly ascertained under present con- 
ditions. 

The bog where it rises isso springy that it 
shakes,for yards around when one tréads 
upon it. It is about twelve feet fof mud and - 
decayed vegetation. 

The water veins in the hillside are undera 
th ree foot layer of pure kaolin, with an un- 
deriying stratum of course white sand, 

The surroundings are being beautified and 
improved by Mr. Wilcox, to whose taste and 
energy is due the present very satisfactory ar- 
rangements., 

There is an idea prevalent that his pumps 
carry quantities of sand into the fire cisterns 
in the city, but it is a fallacy, asany one who 
will take the trouble to investigate the matter 
intelligently will readily understand. 

THE GREAT DUPLEX PUMP 

that forces the water into the capacious cistern 
a mile distant, and two hundred feet above 
the location of the springs, simply ,illustrates 
theastonishing power of steam. Back and 
forth the polished pistons move, siowly 
and deliberately, and every pulse-beat of that 
mighty heart of fire sends a gushing stream of 
pure. clear water into the great resoyoir on 
the highest hill in Macon. 

This large pump is supplimented by an 
auxiliary pump of the single pattern, and 
both are further backed by the pumps at the 
ice factory on the hill, so thatin case one, o1 
even two, engines get out oforder, the water 
supply 

WILL NOT SUFFER 
in consequence. The laborers who attend to 
the engines pusmp mostly at night, and when 
the cistern is full and everything easy, they 
shut down during the day and clean up and 
do any needed repairs on the machinery. 

After an hour of interesting investigations, 
we bade adieu tothe courteous superintend- 
ent and turned our faces cityward. 

In the edge of town we halted on the summit 
of.a steep hill and paused a momentto gaze 
upon the sublime spectacle that met our pleas- 
ed vision. From our commanding position we 
were able to obtain a sweeping view of Macon 
and its environs. The cosy home of the 
mechanic, in comfortable circumstances: the 
sweet new villa of the lately retired 

cer, the clusters of tenements oceupied 

y the darkies, the lordly home of the mer- 
chant prince, and the aristocratic old mansion 
of the haughty slave owner,baron of ante-bel- 
Jum days, are mixed and mingled in a kuleid- 
oscopic manner, punctuated with the tapering 
spires of Macon’s handsome church buildings. 
But just at hand was the finest view. Jt was 

THE GREAT BRICK RESERVIOR 
constructed in an oblong shape on the sutface 
of the hill, twenty-six feet in depth, with a 
capacity of two and a quarter million gallons. 
To look upon its placid surface one could 
hardly believe that the vast and intricate sys- 
tem of jipes leading ont of it supplied the 
thirsty inhabitants of the city with water. 

Over near Wesleyan college is a second res- 
ervoir on top of a tall tower.which is filled by 
two small engines near the reservoirs of Ma- 
con’s old system, 

This brings us back to the old spring in the 
middie of Magnolia street which used to far- 
nish water to the lower portion of the city. It 
remains until yet, with its moss grown arch of 
brick, a pigmy beside the giant onthe hill. 

Tosum.it all up Macon has

Now, if we could manage to getup a ‘“‘shoot- 
iug Star’ affair, our progeny would, it is to be 
hoped, suffer the same agony, for a half cen- 
tury to come, from our narratives of the cold 
Saturday, Sunday and Monday of 1536, that 


we have from our. ancestor's stories. 
lor « month one has seen in Florida the dro)- 
ping of the leaves and the rich oranges and 


citreus, fruits that nature has lavished on this 
woncerful country. Coming, asI did, preju- 
diced against the state, it affords me pleasure 
to say thata new convert is here. If every 
fruit tree in this section were forever destroy- 
ed, the climate alone would causea fancy price 
to be paid for the land. Today cannot be sur- 
passed in Italy, either for temperature or sun- 
set. 

A sail of a few hours from Tampa brought 
our party safely and swiftly here. This place 


is on a peninsula of about 160,000 acres, shut 
in onthe east by old Tampa bay, and On the 
west a row of islands separate it from the 


guif. Itis scarcely known to the average 
tourist. Game is plentiful. Land hunters 
are scarce as prices are eXtravagant. To get 


here a boat must be engaged at Pampa, or 
e!se a fifty mile ride from that old pus reju- 
venated city. As Pinoellis is not laid down on 
the tourist's guide, we concluded it must be a 
good place, and so itis. At Tampa the lack of 
information about any other place, and espe 
ially about Charlotte harbor, denotes either a 
great fear that Tampa will be outshone, or 
else that its citizens are to- 
tally unacquainted with Fiorida. 
‘Tampa and Hillsborough bays are lovely sheets 
of water, with fine deep channels. The 
Havana steamers anchor about five miles from 
Tampa City, and a small steamer of the l’lant 
line acts as a lighter. 

The Viant line steamers leave Tampa for 
Havana an Wednesdays and Saturdays. [Irom 
Pinellas a portion of our party go to Havana, 
and the others to 

CLAY SPRINGS, 

sixteen miles northwest of Orlando. Its 
waters are sulphur, being the headquarters of 
the Wekiva river steamboats from Sanford on 
the St. Johns. run up intothe spring and there 
turn. A new hotel and several residences are 
being erected. The bathing in the spring 1s 
said by old Floridians to be the finest in the 
state. Mr. R. A. Bacon has bought an interest 
in the property, and of course he mentions 
Clay springs occasionally. 


The building of railroads into south Florida 
and the sale, by Disston, in = small 
lots of the 4,000,000 acres he 
bought of the state has increased 


vaiues and population immeasurably—values 
of land, however, have discounted the in- 
crease cf people. Orange groves, though, are, 
to use an expression of common use, ‘‘off.” 
The supply is greatly in excess of the demand, 
owing, not alone, to the terrible freeze and 
the icss of the orange crop, but tothe great 
number of “switch groves’ that have been 
palmed off on unsuspecting strangers in the 
last few years. These “switch groves’ are 
merely little twigs, stuck out about twenty- 
tive feet apart; for the cultivation of which, 
from five to ten dollars an acre per year is 
charged by the mild-mannered Florida crack- 
er. If you wish to get caught thoroughily, 
buy an orange grove “just coming into bear: 
ing.’ You will then be on the qui vive fora 
long, long time, anxiously expecting the fruit 
that is “sure tocome next season.”’ An orange 
grove in bearing is a good investment, and, 
barring another freeze, is the easiest method 
of getting a living that one can think of. 

Should any one desire tc make a 
grove, don’t set out switches, but 
get shoots, at least four yeas old, which can be 
bought for forty or fifty cents each. In four 
tosix years these will be bearing trees—that 
is if properly cultivated and fertilized. Noth- 
ing shows neglect more plainly than an or- 
ange tree, and nothing repays attention with 
greater gratitude than it. No sight can be 
prettier than the green and gold ofa grove in 
bearing: but now, it is a sad sight to see the 
ground covered with withered leaves and de- 
caying fruit; which fruit was sadly needed to 
pay off the interest on that wonderfully grow- 
ing improvement, that is on many groves— 
the mortgage. 

The-vyacht, Gypsey, owned by the Brothers 
Haskius, of Tampa, afforded us the pleasure 
wecerived from an elegant sail over Tampa, 
the famed bay, mentioned in ‘My life is like 
a Summer's rose,’ end in Benny Havens’ 01!

Jackson hasbeen on the go for two weeks 
exactly. und is as fresh and untired apparent- 
ly, as Le was the day he started to lead the 
hloodhounds over the creeks and hills about 
Cartersville.

A Weavy Suit Against the City of Atlanta 
for Damages. 

Wiley b. Roberts, Jr., wants the city of 
Atlanta to pay him: *15,000 for personal inju- 
ries received by falling into a sewer on Mangum 
strect. 

Mr. Roberts alleges that on the 19th day ot 
January, the present year, as he was walking 
out Mangum street, just at twilight, he fell 
into a sewer pear Peters street, injuring his 
back, groin, head, hip, leg and foot. From the 
fall he was sick, sore, lame and disordered for 
a long space of time. He was not able to trans- 


act any business and suffered great 
pain and mental and physical an- 
guish. He fears that he will be made 


an invalid for life, and that he has paid out 
large sums of money for medicine and physi- 
cians.

FOUND GUILTY. 


ARMSTRONG CONVICTED BY 
THE COURT. 


DR. 


Found Guilty of Violating His Ordination Vows 
by Failing to Live as an Example for His 
Fiock—Nothing Done Wrong in Long- 
worth Street—General Gossip. 


The surmises in yesterday’s CONSTITUTION 
touching the trial of Dr. J. G, Armstrong were 
correct, The doctor was convicted on some of 
the specifications, bunt was acquitted on the 
charges of immorai_ conduct on Longworth 
street. 

About ten o’clock yesterday morning a young 
man appeared at St. Philip’s rectory bearing 
the official announcement from the bishop. The 
communication covered about two pages of let- 
ter paper, and was a copy of the verdict of the 
ecclesiastical court. It said in substance that 
the doctor was not guilty of the charges of im- 
moral conduct in Longworth street but found 
him guilty of conduct on other occasions not 
in accordance with his ordination vows. Just 
what that was the court did not say. There is 
no official knowledge on the subject but it is 
generally understood that the findings of the 
court were by a bare majority and that the 
minority contended strenuously for a verdict 
of not guilty. 

THE BROKEN VOW. 

The following is the vow that the doctor has 
been convicted ef violating: 

“Will yon apply all your diligence to trame and 
fashion your own life and the lives of your family 
according tothe doctrine of Christ, and to make 
both yourselves and them, as much as in you lieth, 
wholesome examples of the flock of Christ?” 

The tinding of the court is substantially 
that Dr. Armstrong conducted himself in a 
manner inconsistent with and in violotion of 
his ordination vow, but that the testimony es- 
tablishes no act of adultery. 

Qn this verdict the court authorizes 
hishop to suspend Dr. Armstrong from 
ministrations for such time as the 
deems best, 

NOT TO EXCEED TEN YEARS, 

It is understood that this leaves the matter 
entirely inthe discretion of the bishop, who, 
in view of the absence of any evidence or reason 
to believe Dr. Armstrong immoral or corrupt, 
may deem the suspension already had sufticient 
punishmeut for the indiscretion, and restore 
Dr. Armstrong at once to his pulpit and peo- 
ple. 

Under the decision of the court the snspen- 
sion must be temporary. Dr. Armstrong can- 
not be removed. 

While nothing definite has been given to the 
public, it issaid that Dr. Armstrong in reply- 
ing to the communication of the bishop will 
again present the facts heard by the court, and 
will urge either that a new trial be granted or 
that the court erred in finding against him. 

During the day Dr. Armstrong was called on 
by many friends, among them some of the 

MOST PROMINENT MEN 

in tha city. He was quite cheerful and bore 
his severe trial bravely. Nothing new can 
happen in thecase until the answer is prepared 
‘for the bishop. Further than what has been 
stated, Dr. Armstrong was not willing to in- 
dicate what his course would be, but said he 
would consult with his counsel, Mr. Hoke 
Smith, and Senator Davidson, and whatever 
conclusion he and they might reach, would 
be properly communicated to the bishop. 

A gentleman who is a member of St. Philip's 
church, and who has been present at the 
eclesiastical court from its assembling tv its 
adjournment, and who heard every word that 
was uttered during the progress of the trial, 
asserts most positively that there was not one 
word or line of evidence that reflected unfav- 
orably upon the reputation of Dr. Armstrong 
as a Christian or 2 gentleman, 

‘There was 

NO EVIDENCE, WHATEVER, 
sustaining the charge of intoxication” said the 
gentleman. “The exparte statement made 
several months ago, by the newspaper reporter 
who tirst published the scandal in the Cin- 
cinnati Post, was admitted by the court at the 
request of the prosecution, after the reporter 
who had been brought here to testify had. ab- 
seconded. The testimony of a man named 
Foote, who thought Dr. Armstrong’s speech 
was thick and his appearance indicative of 
recovery from disipation’ was answered by 
the testimony of Mr.M. Halstead, who spent 
an hour with Dr. Armstrong immediately af- 
ter the time when | oote met him, -was_ posi- 
tive and unequivocal that Dr. Armstrong was 
not intoxicated, but that his manner 

INDICATED ABSOLUTE SOBRIETY, 

This testimony the court excluded because 
Mr. Halstead declined to take the canonical 
oath. The commissioners who took his testi- 
mony, however, certified that he affirmed that 
he would, and had testified to the exact truth,” 

“What else?” 

“Colonel Hounsel, a well known lawyer of 
(‘incinnati, who was with Dr. Armstrong atthe 
time Foote met him and who went with him 
to see Mr. Halstead, also gave his -testimony 
before the comiissioners to the fact that Dr. 
Armstrong was not intoxicated. Mr. Mulla- 
ney, ticket agent of the Cincinnati Southern 
railroad, who was frequently with Dr. 
Armstrong, while he was in Cincinnati, was 
before the @gurt in person, and was subjected 
to rigid cross-examination. He left the stand 
with his testimony to Dr. Armstrong’s sobriety 
unshaken, sothat the charge of intoxication 
against Dr. Armstreng had no foundatien in 
any testimony whatever, and rested: solely 
upon the ex-parte statement of the newspaper 
writer and the impression of Foote that Dr. 
Armstrong’s articulation was thick.” 

‘What was there to rebut that?” 

‘The positive statements of three respecta- 
ble gentlemen, Murat Halstead, Colone! Hun- 
seland Mr. Mullaney.” 

“What about Hunt’s hotel?’ 

“Mr. Hunt, proprietor of Hunt’s hotel, testi- 
fied to Dr. Armstrong’s 

HAVIN® DRANK BEER 
in his house, to his own impression that the 
doctor was under the influence, but refused to 
swear that he was intoxicated or drunk while 
there. Two clerks of the house swore 
positively that Dr. Armstrong was 
not under the influence of liquor, The fact of 
Dr. Armstrong visiting the houses in Long- 
worth street was not denied. The evidence 
was that he took a carriage at his hotel door 
and ordered the driver to take him to such 
places; that he went and returned between the 
hours of ten o’clock in the morning and one 
o'clock in the afternoon, all in the day time, 
The testimony of the women, as taken before 
commissioners, ind, under cross examination, 
was that Dr. Armstrong called at their several 
houses, that he saw none of them alone; stated 
that he was a clergyman, and was in search of 
a female relative, who, it was reported to him, 
had gone astray. That he was perfectly sober, 
and deported himself as a gentleman. Did 
not drink while there, but, at their solicita- 
tion, gave twenty-five cents that they might 
treat themselves to beer. This twenty-five 
cent donation for beer occurred at two places. 
That he did not remain in either house to ex- 
ceed thirty minutes and was not at any time 
alone with any one woman, There was not a 
word or line of testimony 
TENDING TO SHOW IMMORALITY 

on Dr. Armstrong’s part during these visits, 
or that he had any such object or purpose. 
Therefore the charge that he “visited 
houses of ill fame for an immoral 
purpose” was not supported by any evidence 
whatever. Not-even an exparte statement 
from a woman of bad character. During the 
progress of the trial Dr. Armstrong gave to 
the court, confidentially, in the presence of 
counsel on both sides, the name of his female 
relative and the circumstances which induced 
him to seek for her in suchaplace. It has 
become known that the report of the lady’s 
having gone astray was entirely erroneous, 
and that she is now aguin happily with her 
husband and family. That brings 
the -case back to the charge of 
intoxication, which was certainly unsupported 
by anything rising to the dignity of evidence 
or testimony, and was negatived by positive

Club. 


The Jersey sale that is announced for the 
10th of Mareh in Atlanta, will be the first 
semi-annual sale of the Georgia Jersey. club, 
and will be made up of the best animals ever 
offered at a public sale in the south.

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THE CONVICT’S FROZEN FEET. 


The Leg Has Not Been Amputated—The In- | 


vestigation Has Not Been Made. 

The county commission did not investigate 
the convict’s frozen feet yesterday. 

The commission did not meet because a quo- 
rum did not respond tothe call. Messrs. [n- 
manand Hunnicutt were present. Mr. Mur- 
phy is out of the city and Messrs. Grant and 
Moore were too sick to attend. The commis- 
sion will meet Monday however, and go to the 
bottom of the matter ifa quorum can be se- 
cured. 

Both Mr. Inman and Mr. Hunnicutt are ex- 
tremely reticent when approached about the 
convict’s bad luck, They simply say that the 
affair willbe given a full, fair and impartial 
investigation. Persons in position to know 
what they are talking about say that Mr. Hun- 
nicutt has been quietly looking intothe affair 
and that he is now layingatrain of evidence 
that will show beyond a question just where 
the blame __ belongs. Mr. Donaldson, 
the superintendent of the county 
chaingang, and Mr. Garmany, his assistant, 
are both anxious for a careful inquiry. They 
Say the more searching the inquiry is the bet- 
ter they wil] like it. It is understood that 
they will show, or attempt to show, that 
Williams’ feet were frozen because he 
exposed them, and not because’ he 
was neglected, as he _ claims. They 
will also attempt to show that Williams’s con- 
finement in the Fulton county jail previous to 
his trial and conviction rendered his physical 
condition unfit for chaingang service and ex- 
posure to the severe weaégher, and that he had 
not been in the gang long enough when the 
coid snap came on to stand it. Individuals 
who have handled convicts say that when a 
fresh convict joins a squad heis gunerally soft 
in his muscles and requires careful handling 
bt fore he hardens and becomes accustomed to 
the work. The managers of the county gang 
say that had Williams been in the gong longer 
he would not have suffered from the cold. 

The manner in which the inves 
tigation will - be conducted has not 
been determined. Williams claims that there 
was no fire in the stoves after four o'clock Sat- 
urday afternoon, while the superintendent 
asserts that a fire was kept up until! late in the 
night, and that the room was warm all night. 
There are but two classes of witnesses that 
can be produced in the investigation. One is 
the guards who willassert that the fire was 
kept up, and the other is the convicts. Just 
what the convicts will swear to cannot be pre- 
dicted, and what weight the commission will 
attach to what they say cannot be told. 

_ Williams's foot was not amputated yester 
day. The physicians did not think it advisa- 
hle to remove him from his mother’s home. 
but will remove him today if the weather will 
permit, and the foot will then be aui putated. 
The convict’s feet are growing worse all the 
time, and every day the amputation is de- 
layed the more dangerous his conlition 
becomes, The flesh is leaving the 
bones on the left leg above the 
ankle, and the bones look as hard and dry as 
if there had been no flesh on them in years.

BOLD, BAD BARTON. 


Caught in His Wickedness and Must Pay the 
Penalty. 

In the city court, yesterday, G. H. Barton 
was sentenced to pay a fine of $1,000 or serve 
twelve months in the chaingang for cheating 
and swindling. 

It will be remembered that a few weeks ago 
this man Barton was arrested at the Kimball 
house by Officer Dick Clark as a common cheat 
and swindler, the warrant having been sworn 
out by Mr. E. B. Wilson. 

Barton represented himself as the agent for 
W. H. Porter, Son & Co., 212 State street, Chi- 
cago, general agents for the Butterick publish- 
ing company, of New York, and Barton 
advertised for a number of salesmen who 
would be paid $75 per month and all traveling 
expenses. Applicants for the. position were 
asked to call at the Kimbtll house, where the 
aforesaid Barton was stopping. Before THE 
CONSTITUTION had gotten thoroughly distrib- 
uted over the city, 

A NUMBER YOUNG MEN WEBE 

at the Kimball eager to get a chance to go to 
work. At eight o'clock Barton began to make 
contracts with the young men; he required 
them to deposit ten dollars each as evidence of 
good faith and to pay for the samples furnish- 
ed, the same to be returned after one month’s 
service. Among those roped-in was Mr. E. B. 
Wilson, who signed the followiny contract and 
paid his little ten lke a man: 

ATLANTA, Ga., January 11, 1Ss6.—Article of agree- 
ment made and entered into this Mth day of Jan 
uary, 1886, by and between W. H. Porter, Son & Co., 
party of the first part, and FE. B. Wilson party of the 
second part. Thesaid W.H. Porter, Son «& Co., 
party of the first part engages E, B. Wilson, party 
of the second part, as traveling salesman for the 
period of one year, commencingon or about Jan- 
vary 18th, 1886, at asalary of $75 per month, and 
traveling expenses paid. The said E. B. Wilson 
agiees to faithfully perform all duties assigned him 
as commercial traveler by said firm, W. H. Porter, 
Son & Co. W. Hi. PORTER, SON & Co

A number of others got caught 
IN THE SAME TRAP, 
and Mr. Wilson thinking all was not 
right, and after consulting with Mr. -Mat 
©’ Brien, superintendent of Farrell's commercial 
detectiveagcncy,decided to have the gentleman 
pulled. The warrant was issued and put in 
the hands of Officer Clark, who nipped Bar- 
ton while he was pufiing a Havana in the Kim- 
ball house. He kicked like a broncho pony 
when pulled, but when carried before a justice 
the evinence was co strong that he was bound 
over for trial in the city court. 

After Barton was placed in jail, Mr. O'Brien 
and Chamberlin, Johnson & (vo., who represent 
sutterick & Co., began accumulating evidence 
on Barton, and when the case was cailed in 
the city court yesterday, there was enough 
evidence ready to do anything but hang the 
fiv young man. Solicitor Glenn and Captain 
Jobn Milledge appeared for the prosecution. 
The prisoner decided to have no counsel, and 
PLEAD GUILTY TO THE CHARGE, 
Judge Van Epps examined Mr. Hudson, who 
had come from New York on a dispatch sent 
by the prosecution. Mr. Hudson is the 
representative of the Butterick Publishing 
company, and showed by letters signed by 
Barton that he had "been swindling men and 
wcemen all ovorthe country by representing 
that he was authorized to employ agents to sel! 
the patterns of the Batterick publishing com- 
pany, and that many poor men and women 
had been his victims. The company had beeu 
trying to catch him formany months. but he 
had been too sharp for gthem. Barton 
was asked by the judge what he had to say, 
and he did not try to contradict one word 
Judge Van Epps then 
sentenced him to pay a fine of $1,000 or serve 
twelve months in the ‘chaingang. Barton will 
decide today which pill he will take, but it is 
more than probable that he will swallow the 
latter.
